Through the dally use of phonographs, rec- 
ords, language masters, language lob set, fllm- 
strlps, typewriters, tape recorders, rhythm 
bandsi and many other Items, the children hove 
made remarkable progress emotionally as welt 
OS academically* They hove developed their 
vocabulary In both the French and English lan- 
guagesandhove leornedto cope with many little 
feor) which have been blocking their normot 
learning* They have deepened their respect for 
themselves, for others, and hove grown to ap- 
preciate people who work with and for them. These students hove discovered that their French language 
is something gooJ. They hove become proud of their French and are happy to speok It. 

Most of these children hav6 comd to reallate that to be alive and to moke good use of what Is around 
us Is a wonderful thing, Their greatest discovery is what makes the teachers most hoppy they have dis-^ 
covered themselveo* Due to the wanner atmosphere created by the home language being accepted^ heord^ 
and spoken In the classroom, the taste of success pnd the growing self-Kicceptance has Increased by over 
80%. To hear a child laugh Is such rewarding experience I 

The French books In use were creotlvelv prepared by the Title Ml staff to promote Interest and to 
provide opportunities for discussions in the child's primary language. These brochures have contributed 
tremendously to the ongoing process of educoHon for these little ones In the Volley* The children are o- 
llvdl Those who wero silent hove become active participants and It makes such a differencel Tbey love 
to tackle French and English words. Learning Is fun ond getting ahead Is something they wont for them- 
selves. It Is not something the teacher forces them to do, except to give on occasional llHle push. . . * 
These lively eight-yeor-otds have creoted on enthuslosm that Is contagious, healthy, and fnjttfut. They 
ore eager and proud to read French stories fo others. Our pupils work hard and find much joy and satis- 
faction In their work. They risk, dare, and trust the adults for encouragement and support. They are 
proud of their growing knowledge about their culture and live a happy school day. 

If you would bear with me a little longer, I'd like to sWirea little "happening" of the week, I pre- 
pared a special activity on St, Patrlck*s Day comprised of reading, discussion, and co'orlng. One of the 
pupils very condidly shared hts first Impressions out loud, "Boy, this Is nice I Did Title VII give us thls^ 
too?" 

Has Title VII helped our children grow? I think It has done wonders. U Title VII worth Its rwme? I 
think the question has been answered, don't you?

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A COMMENT ON EDUCATION 



If 1$ safe \6, assume fhaf early childhood Is fhe period of human life which Is richesf in experleri.. 
Everything Is new \o the newborn child* His grodual grosp of his environment and of his world oround hfm 
ore discoveries which. In experiential scope and qualtt/i go far beyond any discovery which the most ad- 
venturous and daring explorer will ever make In his adult life. No Columbus/no Marco Polo bos ever 
seen stranger arid more fasclnoting and thoroughly absorbing sights than the child thot learns to perceive, 
to taste, to smell, to touch, to heor and see, to use his body, his senses, and his mlnd» No wonder that 
the <:hlld shows on Insatiable curiosity. He hos the whole world to discover* Education and learning, 
while on the one harki furthering this process of discovery, on the other bond gradually brake and finally 
stop tt corripletely* There ore relotively few adults who ore fortunote enough to have retained something 
of the child's curiosity, his capacity for questioning and wondering. The average adult ^^'knows all the 
answers" which Is exactly why he wH I never know even a single answer. He tws ceased to wonder, to 
discover* He knows his way around, and It Is Indeed a way around and around the same conventional 
pottern. In which everything Is familiar and nothing cause for wonder. It •Is this adult who answers the 
child's questions, awd, In answering, falls to answer them, but Instead acquaints the child with the con* 
ventlonal patterns of his civilization, which effectively close up the asking mouth and shut the wondering 
eyd. Tfonz Kofka once formuldted this aspect of education by saying that "probably all education Is but 
two things, first parrying tl^ Ignorant children's Impetuous assault o^ the truth and, second, gentle, Im?- 
perceptible, step-by-step initiation of the humiliated children Into the lie.

STUDENTS' TOOLS FOR A LEARNING CAREER 



Depending on tho teacher's will, wisdom anc< kifen^ tho world con be exctthg or dull i producHve 
or wostefiiL For many reosons, a teacher's role todoy 1$ not an eoiy one« With large ctdsses ond wide 
ability levels of learning, U Is becoming more difficult to grasp and hold the attention of students because 
of thefr overwhelming exposure to out-of-school mass communtcotfoni 

Everyone should bear fn mind ttiat a one-to-one teacher^ learner ratio Is very rare Indeed ond that Tn 
general, personal Individual Instruction ts necessarily limited to a small fraction of the student's dally 
classroom time. But meeting the needs of the Individual child ts o prime obfectlve In the schools* 

How often hove we heord this complaint, "Certainly, I'd like to spend time Individually with each 
of my pupils but I Just don't hove enough hours tn the day." Unfortunately, It's true i To woActndivldu^ 
ally with each pupl! who needs osslstonce, forces a teacher to Ignore the majority of the class. To work 
with the class oso whole means thot sotne pupils aren't getting the help needed. 

Educators know the problems and have tried to alleviate thlsdllemma« Audio-visual aids have been 
designed so thot the IndlvldtMl students can work with them largely on their own-« resulting tn a program 
of discovery, study and reinforcement. Materials for use by the gifted, by the mainstream child, by the 
slow learners or by the ''left out" child with learning disabilities have been developed. These olds create 
hl^ interest, motlvote students to fearn and permit students to work on their own ^ thus creating Inde-^ 
pendence. 

When working with the proper tools, students can proceed as slowly or os rapidly os n^^cessory to 
grosp the concepts he needs so that lecrntng becomes a delightful and Infornictlve experience. Lsnguage 
ability grows from many experiences. 

We have been rother fortunate here In the Valley to have had sucho project as our Title VII Bl» 
lingual Program > They have provide us with many new audlo-vlsual olds* To name but a few?
